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The purpose of the Farmers 
Federation is four-fold: (1) to de- 
velop markets for products which 
can be raised on -.the farms of 
Western North Carolina; (2) to 
work out ways 
of increasing 
production on 
mountain farms, 
through increas- 
ed yields per 
acre and 
through im- 
proved yields 
per animal unit; 
(3) to develop 
the spiritual re- 
sources of the 
people of this 





James Me. Clarke area; (4) to give 


the individual farmer the advant- 


ages of group buying of farm sup- 
plies; and (5) to bring new serv- 
ices to the farm family, such as 
freezer lockers and hospital in- 
surance, which make rural living 
mere enjoyable and worth-while. 

During the past year we have 
made progress along all these 
lines. 

DEVELOPMENT OF MARKETS 

The big job of marketing car- 
ried on by the Farmers Federa- 
tion is our poultry dressing plant 
which is located on Valley Street 
in Asheville. This plant, during 
the year ending June 30, 1957, paid 
to farmers for poultry and eggs a 
total of $2,130,454.87, representing 
the purchase of 9,854,878 pounds 
of poultry and 646,502 dozen eggs. 
A great many other kinds of farm 
products are marketed through the 
Farmers Federation. 

The second largest commodity 
in dollar volume handled by the 
association is Burley Tobacco, of 
which 976,794 pounds were mar- 
keted through the Carolina To- 
bacco Warehouse during the past 
season for a total of $607,139.11. 

Third on the list of products 
handled was hatching eggs. Dur- 
ing the year the Federation Hatch- 
ery paid to farmers $234,884.42 
for 405,018 dozen hatching eggs. 
Part of these eggs were hatched 
in our own machine in our new 
hatchery on the Charlotte High- 
way, and part of them were 
shipped to Southeastern States. 
INCREASED PRODUCTION PER 

ACRE AND ANIMAL UNIT 

The second great aim ot the 
Federation is to increase produc- 
tion per acre and production per 
animal unit. This is of the great- 
est importance in this section 
where the average farm is limited 
in size and every part of it must 
be used to the best advantage. We 
would like to remind readers of 
the “News” that the Farmers Fed- 
eration was largely instrumental

President — Farmers 
in bringing the facilities of the 
American Breeders Service to 
North Carolina. This organization 
makes available semen from the 
outstanding proved dairy sires in 
America. Starting in January, 
1948, each successive year has 
shown an increase in the number 
of cows artificially bred to Ameri- 
can Breeders Service bulls and, 
more important, there has been a 
steady increase in the average 
production of milk per cow. Com- 
mercial dairymen are learning that 
when they use this artificial 
breeding service, the average pro- 
duction per cow in their herd 
shows a steady upward trend. 

The production of eggs per hen 
has also increased steadily. The 
Federation pioneered in bringing 
high egg-producing strains into 
the mountain counties through its 
hatchery program, and it continues 
to make available baby chicks 
which have the inheritance to lay 
a lot of eggs, particularly the 
Mount Hope Leghorn and the new 
Mount Hope Queen. 

High production per acre has 
been encouraged by the annual 
lunch for the 100-bushel corn 
growers of Western North Caro- 
lina. The average production of 
corn per acre in Western North 
Carolina has been climbing each 
year, and this annual lunch, at 
which Dr. D. W. Colvard, Dean 
of Agriculture, and Dr. Emerson 


Federation Cooperative 
Collins were the speakers this 
February, has been a real force in 
creating enthusiasm and drive be- 
hind the movement for higher corn 
yields. 

Throughout the years the Farm- 
ers Federation has stuck to a pro- 
gram of quality seeds. This, too, 
has resulted in greatly improved 
production per acre. Farmers have 
come to depend on the Federation 
for top quality seeds. 
DEVELOPMENT OF SPIRITUAL 

RESOURCES 

The third phase of the Federa- 
tion’s program, which is the de- 
velopment of the spiritual re- 
sources of the people of Western 
North Carolina, has also been car- 
ried forward with energy and 
imagination. The retirement in the 
fall of Rev. Dumont Clarke, who 
directed the Lord’s Acre Move- 
ment since 1930, created a vacancy 
which was very difficult to fill. 
Mr. J. H. Hampton, a director of 
the Farmers Federation from 
Cherokee County, recommended 
the Rev. Jack Waldrep, who was 
then in charge of a circuit of 
Methodist churches in Towns and 
Union Counties, Georgia. Mr. 
Waldrep accepted the challenge 
and he has already demonstrated 
his great ability and sincerity as 
Director of the Lord’s Acre Move- 
ment. New and constructive ideas 
are springing up through this 
Movement.

ADVANTAGES OF GROUP 

BUYING 

The fourth objective of the 
Farmers Federation—to secure for 
the individual farmer the 
vantages of group buying of farm 
supplies—has also been carried 
forward steadily during the year. 
Sales through the 23 stores of the 
Federation for the year ending 
June 30, 1957, totaled $2,892,367.42 
This compares with sale of $2,955,- 
782.39 for the previous year. 

The store at Brevard was com- 
pletely remodeled and new fixtures 
were added. Remodeling was also 
carried out at Franklin and at 
Waynesville. The hardware busi- 
ness of the Sylva Supply Company 
was purchased in the fall, giving 
the Federation a building which 
is well adapted to serving the 
farmers of Jackson County. A 
feed mixer, with a molasses spray- 
ing unit, was installed at Craggy. 

NEW SERVICES TO FARM 

FAMILIES 

The fifth objective of the Farm- 
ers Federation is to develop and 
maintain services of value to farm 
families in Western North Caro- 
lina. The outstanding achievement 
in this field was the increase in 
the number of Blue Cross policy 
holders under the Farmers Fed- 
eration Rural Hospital Insurance 
Enrollment. The managers of the 
Farmers Federation stores were 
licensed as hospital insurance 
salesmen, and there are now more 
than 3,200 families enrolled in thi 
health insurance program. 

The freezer locker plants also 
maintained their services at all 
points. During the year a total of 
1,049,083 pounds of meat were 
processed at the locker plants, and 
177,725 pounds of ham and bacon 
were cured. Frozen food sales 
have been promoted through the 
freezer locker plants, and the cur- 
ing and sale of country hams has 
continued to grow. Total sales and 
rental income of the locker plants 
for the year ending June 30%h 
amounted to $203,883.19.

DIVIDENDS 

Regular semi-annual dividends 
on the outstanding preferred and 
common stock of the association 
were paid on January 1, 1957, and 
July 1, 1957. This makes the 47th 
48th consecutive dividends 
paid by the Farmers Federation, 
which is quite a remarkable

record. 

A year ago, «fter the death of 
Mr. McClure, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors 
set up a Management Committee 
of three men—James McC. Clarke, 
President; Charles W. Davis, Vice- 
President; and R. Alex Crowell, 
Secretary. This committee met at 
least once every week during the 
year and often two or three times 
a week, and it reported on opera- 
tions to the full Executive Com- 
mittee at its regular meeting each 
month. 

This plan of management did 
not seem best as a permanent set- 
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a meeting of the entire 
Board of Directors was held in 
May, at which it was decided to 
eliminate the Management Com- 
mittee and to delegate full respon- 
sibility for the day-to-day opera- 
tions of all departments of the 
Farmers Federation to a General 
Manager. On June 10th, the resig- 
nation of Guy M. Sales was re- 
ceived by the Executive Commit- 
tee and Charles W. Davis 
elected Acting General 
of the association.

SCHOOL TO OPEN SEPTEMBER Ist. 


The Farmers Federation is go- 
ing to operate another Training 
School. This School will train 
principally high school graduates. 
The period of instruction will be 
for six months, and the first class 
is expected to start on September 
Ist. 


From six to eight boys will be 
in the first class of the school, 
which will be under the general 
supervision of Max M. Roberts, 
Educational Director of the Asso- 
ciation. Training will be given 
each morning in subjects such as 
seeds, poultry, insecticides, fertil- 
izers, business management, simple 
bookkeeping, etc. usually by the 
department heads of the Federa- 
tion, and in the afternoon the boys 
will work at jobs in the hatchery, 
freezer lockers, retail stores and 
other parts of the business. 

Rev. Jack Waldrep, Director of 
the Lord’s Acre Movement, will be 
in charge of religious instruction 
for the school and will also give 
training in public speaking.

Mr. Charles W. Davis, Acting Gen- 
eral Manager of the Farmers Fed- 
eration: High school graduates who 
have had good records in school 
and in community work and living 
in Western North Carolina are eli- 
gible for the school. Previous in- 
struction in vocational agriculture 
is helpful, but is not absolutely 
necessary. A salary will be paid 
to all boys in the school while they 
are undergoing training, and at the 
conclusion of their six months’ 
course, provided their work has 
been satisfactory and they have 
shown ability, they will be as- 
signed to jobs in various branches 
of the Farmers Federation. 


A part of the Training School 
program will also be a refresher 
course for store managers and 
other employees now on active 
duty. 


Training schools have been held 
by the Farmers Federation several 
times in the past, and some of the 
most valuable employees in the 
organization are graduates of this 
training school. A classroom will 
be set up above the old hatchery 
building across the street from the 
main office of the Federation at 
131 Roberts street, and the boys 
will meet here each morning for 
classroom instruction.

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N. C. MARKET EGG SITUATION

North Carolina, as weti as the 
other Southern States, is an egg 
poultry consuming section. 
Household food consumption sur- 
veys by the USDA indicate that 
the South consumes approximately 
10 per cent more eggs and 12 
cent more chicken than 
areas of the nation. This 
statement is consistently true, 
whether considered on the basis 
of income or on the size of family. 
Yet, North Carolina is an egg de- 
ficient State from the standpoint 
of local production. 

Poultrymen in North Carolina 
keep around 9 million hens an- 
nually. Of these 9 million hens, ap- 
proximately 2% million are used 
to produce hatching eggs. It is esti- 
nated that the remaining 6% mil- 
lion hens produce an average of 
ipproximately 190 market eggs per 
bird, a total of 1,235,000,000 eggs 
or 103 million dozen. Cake mixes, 
baking mixes, and other dried 
egg products are in addition to this 
figure. 

To the total market egg 
juction must be added some of 
the eggs that are produced by 
hatching egg layers. If a liberal

figure is added for this factor, 7 
million dozen eggs, North Carolina 
is short approximately 5 dozen 
table eggs per capita! The bulk of 
the growth in egg production in 
the State has been for hatching 
eggs for the broiler industry rather 
than eggs for table use. 
Efficient Production Is Challenge 
This deficiency in egg produc- 
tion does not mean that North 
Carolinians not securing the 
required amount of market eggs. 
These market eggs are coming 
from other sections, primarily the 
Middle West. The limit of ex- 
pansion in table egg production, 
then, depends upon the ability of 
poultrymen in this State to pro- 
duce economically and market ef- 
ficiently. 


are 


Opportunities exist for pro- 
ducing market eggs not only for 
needs within but for cities on the 
Atlantic Seaboard. Population 
growth appears greatest in the East 
and in the West. North Carolina 
is centrally located in the East; 
large cities are nearby. 

The future in market egg pro- 
duction depends on the ability of 
the poultrymen to compete for 
national markets. Marketing fa- 
cilities are expanding to attract 
both quantity and quality in the 


production of eggs. Volume pro-

duction is essential for economy 
in both the production and market- 
ing functions. Quality eggs are a 
must. A Quality egg is becoming 
a standard product of the trade 
rather than a premium market. 
Forty-seven states now have egg 
laws pertaining to the quality of 
eggs sold. Thirty-nine states have 
either written or revised an egg 
quality law since 1950.

Although some 
hatching eggs are produced 
throughout, the concentration of 
production is in the western, 
southwestern and northwestern 
parts of the State. North Caro- 
lina is exporting approximately 
one-half of the hatching eggs that 
are produced. Growth of this ac- 
tivity is dependent upon the 
growth of the broiler industry and 
the quality and competitiveness of 
the hatching egg produced in other 
areas. 


Broiler production has made 
phenomena! strides, increasing 30 
per cent in North Carolina since 
1950. This state produced 94,000,- 
000 broilers in 1956. These broilers 
were processed by local processing 
plants, approximately 140 in the 
State. The average per capita con- 
sumption of broilers is approxi- 
mately 16 pounds per person. 
North Carolina not only produces 
enough broilers for the home re- 
quirements, but is now exporting 
approximately two-thirds of the 
broilers produced. Interregional 
competition studies by the agri- 
cultural economists at North Caro- 
lina State College indicate that 
markets to the North and North- 
west are the most advantageous 
for this State. 

Poultry is becoming an industry 
in the South and in North Caro- 
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lina; it is coming of age. Since 
1950, the gross farm income of the 
industry has practically doubled 
with an estimated gross value in 
1956 of over 130 million dollars. 
It is an industry and is closely 
allied with other large industries. 
Mass production, chain-line opera- 
tion, centers of assembly, rapid 
turnover, and narrow margins are 
the trends in commercialized 
poultry production. Eggs and 
poultry meat are economical and 
nutritious foods; the poultrymen 
are behooved to further develop 
natural merchandising programs 
to sell their products. 

North Carolina is suitable for 
poultry: (1) The State is centrally 
located near many large cities, 
(2) relatively inexpensive land is 
available, (3) grain supplies are 
increasing, and (4) the climate 
permits inexpensive housing.

petent authorities that dogs kill as 
many deer each year in Western 
North Carolina as are taken on 
the managed hunts. Deer have a 
natural fear of dogs and one 
medium sized dog can kill a deer. 
Even small dogs cause damage. I 
have autopsied several deer that 
died of pneumonia which I feel 
sure was caused by becoming 
overheated while running from a 
dog and plunging into the icy 
streams on cold days. 

In addition to the deer losses, 
the amount of small game, quail 
nests, etc. destroyed must be size- 
able. The dog population increases 
with the human population and 
all counties must eventually have 
dog control of some kind. In an 
average county in our section, 
1,000 to 1,500 animals are disposed 
of each year. 

Unfortunately, this is not the 
complete answer where wildlife 
is concerned. A great part of the 
damage is caused by dogs which 


have owners but which range free 
throughout the year. 

As a biologist, I have frequently 
been asked why North Carolina 
does not have the deer herds which 
Pennsylvania has. The terrain is 
similar; why not the deer herd? 
The main reason is the pack of 
hounds to be found at the cabin 
at the head of each hollow. They 
aren’t fed regularly and run free. 
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They also do tremendous damage 
to wildlife and will not allow deer 
to spread into the community. 

North Carolina can never realize 
its deer potential until strict state- 
wide dog control is in effect. 

A New Quail 

In the spring of 1955, the state 
of Missouri bought 70 pairs of 
Coturnix quail from an importer

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in California.* The Coturnix is an 
old world quail of Europe, Asia, 
Africa and Australia. The one 
presently being propogated in 
Missouri is the Japanese Coturnix, 
called “King Quail” in that coun- 
try. They are smaller than the 
6 oz. to 7 oz. bobwhite. The adult 
Coturnix weighs approximately 4 
oz. They resemble a small meadow 
lark in shape and actions. They 
are speckled and inclined to run 
low on the ground. Their flight 
is lower than the bobwhite. They 
rise to about 10 feet and level off 
with wings flailing, sometimes fly- 
ing over 400 yards. 

During the summer of 1955, the 
Missouri Conservation Commission 
raised 4 generations of these birds 
on a leased game farm. The fol- 
lowing spring (1956) 1350 pairs 
were available, being produced in 
one summer by the original 70 
pairs. 

These birds are extremely pro- 
lific, maturing in 36 to 56 days. 
Fertile eggs were obtained from 
young Coturnix before they were 
in mature plumage. This could 
produce great numbers in the wild, 
with the possibility of young-of- 
the-year nesting in the late sum- 
mer. Some conclusions drawn by 
the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mision are: 

1. Coturnix can be mass produced 
in a hatchery. 
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2. The birds can nest and produce 
young here. 

3. By maturing rapidly and laying 
early, the production potential 
is high. 

4. The flight is surprising and 
long; the birds will provide a 
sporting target. 

5. The birds lay a strong scent and 
hold well for dogs. 

6. Hunting Coturnix is similar to 

single shooting of bobwhite, as 

the birds do not covey but work 
as singles or pairs. 

Although smaller than the bob- 

white, the meat is good but 

somewhat darker. 


On the other side of the ledger, 
the Coturnix is famous for his 
migrations across the continents 
where he is native. Most stocked 
in this country have shown that 
they still possess these migratory 
tendencies. One was recently re- 
ported in Outdoor Life that was 
released in Ohio and shot in Geor- 
gia three months later. 

Some have been stocked in 
North Carolina. No trace of the 
birds were found a week later at 
a release site in Buncombe County 
which this writer helped check. 

It is rather doubtful that any- 
thing but negative results will be 
derived from these stockings. The 
Missouri Conservation Commission 
people had hoped that the mi- 
gratory tendency might breed out 


~ 
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of the many generations raised in 
captivity. It apparently is as 
strong as ever. 

A District Biologist from Ten- 
nessee recently told me of the re- 
lease of 500 pairs near Gatlinburg 
and stated that very little trace of 
them could be found a few weeks 
later. There is hope that some will 
raise in the wild and even if they 
do migrate, they might return to 
the place where they were hatched. 

One reason for hoping that the 
Coturnix might thrive in the south- 
east is the very cause of the down-

Blue Cross members in 1956 
received more than one billion 
dollars’ worth of hospital care— 
the largest amount yet paid in a 
single year in the history of hos- 
pital prepayment, according to a 
report from the National Blue 
Cross Commission in Chicago.

Many Plants Per Acre Needed 

The first requisite for aromatic 
tobacco is a plant bed, such as 
you need for burley or other to- 
baceo. Because the quality of the 
leaf depends largely on its size 
it takes a great many plants to 
set an acre. The reason for this 
being, that if the plants are not 
set close enough together the 
leaves will grow too large and not 
have very high quality. 

Very little complete fertilizer is 
used on the tobacco. Most of the 
fertilizer used is sulfate of potash 
and 20% superphosphate. 

From three to five weeks after 
the tobacco has been transplanted 
it is ready to gather. It is im- 


perative that the gathering or. 


priming be done as the leaves 
mature. If they are allowed to 
over mature they lose weight and 
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quality. The priming takes about 
six weeks and after the tobacco 
is cured it is ready to sell.

The curing is done by means of 
forced air oil heaters. Although 
many other means have been tried 
and experimented with this method 
has proven to be the only satis- 
factory one.

Chry- 
santhemums—feed weekly (pref- 
erably in liquid form) when buds 
begin to form, and keep up until 
they show definite color. Be sure 
they are staked properly. Peonies 
—feed and water them this month 
as intense root activity commences. 
Bone meal and wood ashes are 
recommended to use around them. 
Order new plants for planting next 
month. 


You may also include oriental 
poppies and daylillies in your 
order. 


If you plan to raise your own 
pansy plants, this is the month to 
plant your seed when the weather 
becomes a little cooler. For bet- 
ter germination, it is suggested 
that you keep your seed in refrig- 
erator for a week before planting. 
The same is true for Delphinium 
seed, which may be planted at the 
same time as the pansies. I have

may be so notified. One never 
sends flowers,to an Orthodox Jew- 
ish funeral” aad often they are 
not desired ata: Conservative or 
a Reformed funeral. If asked to 
donate to a chafity rather than 
send flowers, send a.check to the 
charity saying it is-in memory of 
the deceased. Then send a card 
to the family stating that you have 
done this, do not ‘mention the 
amount of money sent. 

When flowers are received the 
person in charge should make a 
notation on the back of each 
envelope or in a notebook with a 
description of the flowers. 


Condolences 


Condolences should be acknowl- 
edged by the closest relative. Al- 
though an immediate reply is not 
expected, it should be sent within 
a reasonable time. It may be a 
brief handwritten note on plain 
white stationery — even to close 
friends. It may be worded thus: 
“Dear Mr. Gray: You were kind 
indeed to think of us at such a 
difficult time. The basket of red 
roses was beautiful and comfort- 
ing. Sincerely, Helen Brown.” 

When writing a letter of con- 
dolence, offer sympathy and help 
without being morbid. It is better 
to omit the words “Death,” “died,” 
“killed” or “passed on.” 

It is also the responsibility of 
the nearest relative to see that a 
suitable honorarium (not less than 
$10.) is given to the clergyman 
who officiates and that his trans- 
portation is provided for.
